Bests Converted River 
Boat Only 45 Seconds.

It was suche 
boat race as the great lakes have not seen 
since that memorable contest between the 
Ocean and the Empire State thirty years ago. 
The flying start was used, the boats scor- . 
ing half a mile behind the line, which was 
established near the Cleveland breakwater. 
The Erie shot across the line at 9:48%, two 
lengths ahead of the Tashmoo, and just thir- 
ty seconds in the lead. This advantage dia 
not avail for long, for thie was the kind of 
going best suited to the Tashmoo, and that 
boat scudded over the smooth water like a 
sprinter. The Tashmoo’s gain was percepti- 
ble in the ten minutes. 
The City of Cleveland, journeying along at 
its schedule time of nineteen miles an Hor, 
was passed by the Tashmoo, which forged 
ahead of the City of Erie about the same time. 
At 10:57, when the boats passed the stake 
boat at Fairport, the Tashmoo was three to 
four lengthqahead. The water was not deep 
enough for the Erie's best endeavor, andthe 
vessel’s paddles were making only thirty 
tour revolutions tothe minute. 2 
Brie Gains in Deep Water. 
But when the boats found the deeper 
water and a fresh breeze the Erie began 
to gain on the flying Tashmoo. The lead 
was maintained by the Tashmoo until five © 
minutes past 12, when the boats were run- 
ning like a team of Slowly the Erte 
forged ahead. It took the Erie twenty min- 
utes to gain half a length, but the deeper” 
water east of Ashtabula was the Erie's own 
territory, and the boat buried its nose in it 
and steamed ahead. The sped was se 
by six revolutions. 
The Tashmoo made a spurt, but dropped 
back, two lengths to the rear, and the Erie 
went steadily on. The Drie had 200 tons Pius 
freight for ballast, while the Tashmoo was 
stripped of every unnecessary pound, even 
to the lifeboats. j 
The Captain of the rie took a bit of lunch 
at ten minutes to 1, for the Tashmoo was” 
again trailing three lengths behind. This 
position was maintained until the stakeboat 
came in sight, five miles away. 
Then the ‘Tashmoo engines were put 44 
work for a last effort. 
City of Erie Is Winner. 
Hailed as 4 champion of the lakes by the 
whistles and belle of a throng of excursion 
boats, the Erie crossed the ling at 1:58:30, 
The Tashmoo at 1:59:45. Allowing for the 
thirty seconds advantage at the start, the 
Tashmoo was beaten only forty-five seconds. | 
The average time for the course of ninety-six 
made by the winner was 21% miles an hour. 
The best mile was run at a speed of 22 7-82 
miles an hour. 
The victor returned to Cleveland to maké 
its regular run to Biffalo tonight. The prize

Vessels of Different Types. 

The test was essentially one of types. Both 
boats were designed by the same man, both 
slid down the ways of the same Detroit ship 
dock. For the Detroit River navigation the 
Tashmoo was built on light lines. It is two 
feet short of the Erie’s length, but its dis- 
placement is only 1,200 tons, compared with 
the Brie’s 2,050. The boat’s breadth is sev- 
enty feet, the Erie’s seventy-eight feet. The 
Erie, built to carry a heavy cargo of freight 
and passengers and lie deep in the water, is 
equipped with engines of a maximum horse- 
power of 6,000, while the Tashmoo’s horse- 
power is Umited to 2,800. Yet these two 
boats of widely different types made « thrill- 
ing race of it every inch of the course. ;

TEANSIT QUESTION EVER GROWING. 

Half a dozen years ago the street rail- 
way lines of Philadelphia were consolidat- 
ed, the system rearranged and completed, 
and people took a long breath with a sense 
of finality. But Philadelphia has since 
been growing, so has the adjacent worid, 
the art of transportation has progressed, 
three-cent fares, with cheap and swift con- 
nections to New York have béen proposed 
—and now two bills are being railroaded 
through the Pennsylvania Legislature look- 
ing to the possibility of a new local transit 
system for the Quaker City and perhaps 


to the use of Broad street for a surface, 
overhead, or underground line. Philadel-

The general public is fearfully slow to 
appreciate that the transportation problem 
is a continuing one, ever increasing—it some- 
times seems at a geometrical ratio—in size, 
seriousness, and complexity, and that in the 
growing cities of today it is perpetually chal- 
lenging the public anew to alertness and to 
comprehensive initiative. | 

Indeed, the best forethought thus far put 
forth has proved utterly inadequate to this 
problem. A few months ago the following 
illuminating conversation occurred between 
Mr.. Parsons, the able engineer who 
planned the New York underground road, 
and a Chicagoan: “ Do you expect that 
this road when completed will entirely re- 
lieve the congestion of passenger traffic?” 
Mr. Parsons was asked. “No,” he re- 
plied, “it will increase it.” “What do 
you mean?” queried the Chicagoan in sur- 
prise. “Increased crowding has been the 
result of every improvement thus far made 
in transportation,” was the rejoinder. “ But 
how long is this going to continue?” pursued’ 
the puzsied inquirer. “1 don’t know,” re- 
turned the engineer. “ Well, why, then, do 
we keep on?” urged the nonplused ques- 
‘tioner. “ We can't help it,” was the laconic 

This was a bold, unequivocal confession 
by a great specialist not only that the $35,- 
000,000 underground tunnel is in no sense 
likely to “solve” the transportation ques- 


2 tion for Manhattan Island, but that even 


the principle itself upon which such a solu- 
tion—granting it to be possible—must pro- 
ceed, has not been apprehended, Moreover,

over and over again. Horse cars were 
never crowded in this city as electric cars 
are today. Since the opening of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge in 1883, although. it was an ad- 
ditional facility, ies car, nes have consti- 
tuted the most congested bit ot rapid transit 
in the world. The Boston subway today 
is crowded with cars, which are themselves 
evercrowded with people. The opening 
of the tuppenny tube in London last seu- 
son introduced crowding upon public con- 
veyances in that metropolis. The same re- 
sult seems to have followed the opening of 
the completed sections of the Paris under- 


All this reveals both the unsatisfied de- 
mand for rapid transit in modern eities and 
the enormously difficult problem of proper- 
ly supplying it. Above all, it illustrates the 
folly of treating this subject in a slap-dash 
manner, the inappropriateness of any nar- 
row-gauge plan, the fatal mistake of fore- 
closing future possibilities by irrevocable 
term grants, and ‘the inadequacy of that 
attitude toward the question which is chiefly 
summed up in the flireddbaté demand for 
“ adequate compensation te the city.” 

The future rivalry of cities is to turn 
largely upon the relative merits of their 
respective facilities for local transportation, 
and every city of size is today struggling 
with the subject. Chicago has peculiar 
opportunities in this direction, and no other 
local problem ever demanded keener ap- 


tined expansion than does this ever - thiek - 
ening problem of local rapid transit. 


HOW A FORTUNE DISAPPEARED. 
Tun Tarisune recently commented upon 
the manner in which the entire fortune of 
a New York millionaire, Samuel Wood, 
which was mostly bequeathed for the pur- 


1 


| pose of founding a college of music, has been 


dissipated. Of his bequest of a million dol- 
lars for this college not one dollar is now 
available. Of the sums left to heirs little 
has been received. In twenty-three years 
this fortune has almost absolutely disap- 
peared. 

The story of the shrinkage is as interest- 
ing as that of the Stewart millions. Wood's 
will was admitted to probate in 1878. He 
left $135,000 to relatives, the remainder of 
the estate, amounting to over $1,000,000, | 
for the founding of the Samuel Wood Col- 
lege of Music. From the day the will was 
admitted to probate litigation has never 
ceased. The first contestant of the will was 
a nephew, who finally obtained about one- 
third of the property. The remaining two- 
thirds have gone. The executors refused to 
establish the college, claiming the will was 
invalid, and meanwhile were drawing some- 
times as much as $150,000 as salary and 
fees in a year. They were also in continu- 
ous litigation with the nephew. When they 


} came to a final settlement with him, and 


were about to sell the property, another law- 
yer put in an appearance as the attorney 
for some of the poor heirs and stopped all 
proceedings, Then litigation began afresh. 
It came out in the Supreme Court last 
week that $135,000 now remains of the 
property in the custody of ‘the court, ob- 
tained through a real estate deal. New 
suits are to be instituted to determine to 
whom this belongs. More than one-half 
of it will go to the lawyers. It will be. 
surprising if the heirs get a dollar of it in 
the end. Meanwhile the only reminder of 
the million dollar bequest is-a little organ 
in a Long Island village church. Wood, it 
appears, was fond of music in his last days, 
and was moved to buy this organ and give 
it to the church. Its strains were so pleas- 
ant to him that he conceived the idea of a 
great college of music, and made the liberal 
bequest already mentioned. Every dollar 
of that million went into lawyers’ pockets, 
The moral of the story is sufficiently plain. 
The parishioners of the Long Island church 


queathed an organ to them it would have 
gone where the college of music went. Mr. 
Wood enjoyed the organ while he lived and 
the church is enjoying it now he is gone. 
And this little organ eventually will be the 
only relie of the fortune which Samuel 
Wood accumulated after more than seventy 
years of effort.

Every one who lives near one of the boule- 
vards must have seen many instanges in 
which it appeared that automobiles were 
being driven at a much greater rate of speed

HOW TRUSTS AFFECT PRICES. 
Professor Jeremiah W. Jenks of Cornell 
University has made an unbiased study of 
the effects of trusts on prices, which ap- 
pears in the June number of the North 
American Review. From the facts gath- 
ered by the United States Industrial com- 
mission he deduces the conclusion that prices 
are made higher by the trusts than they 
would be otherwise. The fact that prices 


of manufactured commodities are now lower 


than they were before the era of combina- 
way. 
crucial question is whether or not the mar- 

gin between the cost of raw materials and 

the market price of the finished product 

has increased since the coming of the trusts, 

Even this is not an infallible test as regards 

prices, for the trust may use its power to 

force down the cost of the raw material it 

needs, but in general the size of this margin 

between raw material and finished product | 
is the most reliable test available. 

Along these lines Professor Jenks has 
made comparative studies of the profit mar- 
gins on refined oil, refined sugar, and other 
staples, month by month, and year by year, 
through extended periods, In the case of 


the sugar trust it appears that in the thir- 


teen years of its existence it has uniformly 
increased, if not doubled, its profit margin 
whene¥er it has succeeded in killing com- 
petition. Following every such period of 
abnormal profits has come a period of com- 
petition created by these conditions. When 
the trust was first formed it increased the 
profit margin from two-thirds of a cent a 
pound to 182 cents. Then Claus Spreckels 
started rival factories, and the margin 
shrunk to seven-tenths of a cent. When the 
trust bought out its rivals the price. was. 


erably above the competitive margin until 
the rival plants of Arbuckle and Doscher 
brought down the figure again in 1808. 
Within the last year the margin has again’ 
been decidedly increased, indicating that 
the trust has made some agreement with 
its competitors and is again in virtual con- 

From this exhibit of facts Professor Jenks 
concludes that “it has been proved beyond 
question that the influence of the combina- 
tion has been to hold the margin consider- 
ably higher than it was during the period 
of fierce competition which preceded the 
organization of the trust, and to keep the 
margin at rates which make high profits.” 
In the case of the Standard Oil company 
the margin has not increased, but the rate 


in other industries leads in nearly every 
case toa like conclusion.” 

A trust’s increased profits may be made 
in three ways—by beating down tht price 
ot raw material, by improving the methods 
of manufacture, or by robbing the consum- 
er. The second of these three is the only 
legitimate method, and. trust officials uni- 
tormly account for their inereased profits 
—actual or prospective—on this ground.
